AN ACT to provide for the protection of children in institutions, 
orphans, and destitute children. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of Tennessee, That when any child has 
been placed in any institution organized and existing 
for the purpose of maintaining, supporting, and ed- 
ucating orphans or destitute children with the con- 
sent of its parents, guardian, or custodian, no parent, 
guardian, or other person shall have the right to 
take said child from said institution against the con- 
sent of said institution or those in charge thereof, 
except by habeas corpus proceedings, in which it 
shall appear that it is to the best interest of said 
child to take it therefrom.

AN ACT to authorize cities and municipalities, or a Board of Hos- 
pital Commissioners within cities or municipalities, to pur- 
chase property without the corporate limits and erect and equip 
buildings for tuberculosis hospitals, and to empower said cities 
or municipalities or Hospital Commissioners to transfer said 
property to counties wherein said cities or municipalities are 
located, and to appropriate money or issue bonds for said pur- 
poses. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of Tennessee, That any city, municipal- 
ity, or Board of Hospital Commissioners within said 
city or municipality be, and is, hereby authorized to 
issue bonds or make appropriations of money out 
of the general funds for the purpose of purchasing 
property or erecting and equipping buildings for 
tuberculosis hospitals not to exceed twenty thousand 
($20,000) dollars or any part thereof that said city 
or municipality or Board of Hospital Commissioners 
may desire to issue, and in case bonds are issued said 
bonds shall bear not more than six (6) per cent in- 
terest per annum. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That any city, mu- 
nicipality, or Board of Hospital Commissioners 
thereof that may purchase or equip tuberculosis hos- 
pitals without the corporate limits of said city or 
municipality be, and is hereby, empowered to trans- 
fer same to the county wherein said hospitals are 
located, upon conditions that said hospitals shall re- 
ceive all tuberculosis patients from said cities or 
municipalities, who are duly certified by such cities 
or municipalities or the proper constituted Board of 
Hospital Commissioners or health authorities. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted. That the bonds here- 
in provided for may be executed in denominations 
from one hundred dollars ($100) to one thousand dol- 
lars ($1,000), and they shall mature and be redeemed 
at such time within thirty (30) years as may be pre-^ j 
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scribed by the ooi*porate ordinanoe authorizing the 
isstianoe of said bonds. Said bonds shall bear a rate 
of interest not exceeding six (6) per cent per annum, 
payable semiannually. That said issuance of bonds 
shall be known as ^^Tuberculosis Hospital Bonds,'-* 
the proceeds of which shall be used for the purposes 
above designated. 

That none of the said bonds above authorized shall 
be issued for any purpose without the passage of 
ordinance through the Board of the Mayor and Al- 
dermen or the Mayor and City Council, and approved 
by the Mayor, specifying the purposes for which said 
bonds are asked to be issued. 

Said bonds shall be issued and payment provided 
in pursuance of the charter authorities of such cities 
as desire to issue said bonds and in conformity with 
the charters of such cities, and none of said bonds 
shall be sold or exchanged or in any manner disposed 
of for less than their par or face value. The ordi- 
nance that provides for the issuance of said bonds 
shall provide how the bonds shall be signed.

AN ACT to amend Chapter 580 of the Acts of 1909, entitled "A 
Bill allowing municipalities or counties to issue and sell bonds 
for the purpose of purchasing sites and erecting and equip- 
ping buildings for the State Normal schools, and to provide for 
the payment of interest on said bonds and for a sinking fund^ 
with which to retire the same, and provide a method of loan-' 
ing said sinking fund, and to provide for the disposition of 
the funds arising from the sale of said bonds," so as to pro- 
vide that municipalities may issue bonds for schools located 
outside the limits of said municipalities, but within the county 
in which said municipality is located and within four miles 
thereof, and to increase the amount of bonds allowed to ue 
issued under said Act. 

Section 1. Be it enacted hy the General Assembly 
of the State of Tennessee, That Section 1 of Chapter 
580 of the Acts of 1909 entitled ^' A bill allowing 
municipalities or comities to issue and sell bonds for 
the purpose of purchasing sites and erecting and 
equipping buildings for State Normal schools, and to 
provide for the payment of interest on said bonds 
and for a sinking fund with which to retire the same, 
and to provide a method for loaning said sinking 
fund, and to provide for the disposition of the funds 
arising from the said sale of said bonds," be, and the 
same is, hereby amended so as to provide that any 
municipality, through its Board of Mayor and Alder- 
men or its other governing oflficials or Board of Com- 
missioners, is hereby authorized to issue one hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars of five per cent or 
less interest-bearing bonds, or such part thereof as 
said municipality may desire to issue for the purpose 
of purchasing a site, erecting and equipping build- 
ings for State Normal schools; provided, however, 
that any municipality which has heretofore issued 
and sold one hundred thousand dollars' worth of 
bonds under the provisions of this Act originally 
passed shall have the power to sell only fifty thou- 
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sand dollars^ worth of additional bonds for the pur- 
pose herein set out. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That it shall be law- 
ful for any municipality to issue said bonds for the 
purpose of purchasing sites, erecting and equipping 
buildings for State Normal schools when said school 
is located within the county where said municipality 
is situated, although not within the corporate limits 
of said municipality; provided, said Normal school 
shall be located within four miles of the corporate 
limits of said municipality; and it shall be lawful 
for a municipality to issue bonds to the full amount, 
provided in this Act for the purpose of purchasing 
sites, erecting and equipping buildings for State 
Normal schools when said school is located within 
the limits of the county and within four miles of the 
municipality issuing said bonds. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted. That the bonds is- 
sued hereunder shall be of the same character and 
shall be protected by the same taxation as provided 
in Chapter 580 of the Acts of 1909, and shall be in 
all respects similar thereto. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That this Act take 
effect from and after its passage, the public welfare 
requiring it.

CHAPTER 12. 
Senate Bill No. 108. 

(By Mr. McAlister.) 

AN ACT to authorize the counties in this State to make appropri- 
ations out of the general fund thereof for the purpose of pur- 
chasing property and erecting and equipping buildings for tu- 
berculosis hospitals, and to make appropriations for the sup- 
port and maintenance thereof, and to provide for the manage- 
ment and government of such hospitals. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of Tennessee, That any county in this 
State, through its County Court in quarterly or spe- 
cial session assembled, be, and it is, hereby author- 
ized to make appropriations of money out of the gen- 
eral fund of the county for the purpose of purchas- 
ing property and erecting and equipping buildings 
for tuberculosis hospitals and to make appropria- 
tions quarterly for the support and maintenance of 
said hospital. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That any county in 
this State shall be authorized to erect and construct 
a tuberculosis hospital ag hereinbefore provided 
upon any property which may be purchased by it or 
given or conveyed to it by any municipality or in- 
dividual, and such hospital so erected shall be under 
the control and management of a board composed 
of the County Judge of the county, the County Health 
Officer, and a member of the County Court, to be 
elected by the Quarterly County Court at the April 
term, 1911, for a term of two years, and shall elect 
his successor every two years thereafter, and the 
Mayor and City Health Officer of said city, three 
members of which Board shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of all business in connection with 
such hospital. The said Board shall have full au- 
thority to adopt rules for their own meetings and the 
times and places and proceedings thereof, and to 
elect the officers of said Board and to prescribe rules 
for the government of said hospital, and tp^ employ 
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all assistants necessary for the management of said 
hospital and the care of the patients, and to do and 
perform such other acts as may be necessary in the 
conduct of said hospital ; to elect a competent super- 
intendent, whose duties shall be prescribed by the 
Board and who shall have authority to draw, in the 
name of said Board, all orders for the expenditure 
of money used in the conduct of said hospital and the 
care of the patients and to do and perform such other 
acts as may be necessaiy in the conduct of said hos- 
pital; to elect a competent superintendent, whose 
duties shall be prescribed by the Board and who shall 
have authority to draw, in the name of said Board, all 
orders for the expenditure of money used in the con- 
duct of said hospital, which orders shall be approved 
by the County Health Oflficer and paid by the war- 
rant of the County Judge; to admit or reject any 
patients applying for admission to said hospital ; and 
to decide all questions relative to the government 
and management of said hospital. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That any county 
erecting such hospital shall have the authority to re- 
ceive pay patients and to demand and receive such 
compensation from them as may be mutually agreed 
upon between the parties. The County Court shall 
be authorized to accept any funds that may be do- 
nated or bequeathed to said institution.

Senate Biljli No. 188. 

(By Mr. Houk.) 

A BILJj to be entitled An. Act to authorize all counties in this 
State to establish free ferries over streams running through 
or bounding said counties, and giving power to purchase or 
condemn river banks for landings, and to purchase all neces- 
sary equipment, boats, etc., and employ the labor to operate 
same, and authorizing two or more counties to unite in the 
erection and maintenance of ferries. 

Section 1. Be it enacted hy the General Assembly 
of the State of Tennessee, That all counties in this 
State are hereby authorized and empowered, through 
their Quarterly County Courts, to establish free pub- 
lic ferries over any stream or streams running 
through or bounding said counties, at such point or 
points as may be determined, and to purchase and 
provide all necessary equipment, boats, etc., and em- 
ploy such labor as may be required to operate the 
same. 

• Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That said counties, 
in addition to the power and authority now existing 
under the law, shall have power to condemn such 
land as may be necessary for approaches to said 
ferries and for landings at the river bank ; such con- 
demnation to be had under proceedings conforming 
to the rules and regulations now existing and appli- 
cable to the laying out and opening of county rgads.

AN ACT to regulate the buying and selling of loose cotton, or 
cotton not baled, but ginned, in Tennessee, and to provide pen- 
alties for the violation of same by criminal prosecution, and 
by giving a right of action therefor to any owner of such cot- 
ton which is sold by another without his consent. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of Tennessee, That all ginners or per- 
sons engaged in the business of buying or selling

Said Board is authorized to have and use an official 
seal, which shall bear the words: '* State Board of 
Examiners of Nurses for Tennessee." 

The certificate of the Secretary of said Board un- 
der the seal thereof, countersigned or attested by the 
President as to the action or nonaction of the Board,

A BILL to be entitled "An Act to provide a more effective method 
for the collection of delinquent taxes." 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of Tennessee, That in all cases where 
real estate has been sold for delinquent taxes by a 
Trustee in any of the counties of this State and the 
same has been bid in by the State, or in the name 
of the Treasurer of the State, for the amount of 
taxes, costs, penalties, interest, etc., due and accru- 
ing thereon, and the time for the redemption of such 
property has expired, the Comptroller of the State 
is hereby authorized through the revenue agents ap- 
pointed by him to proceed against such property and 
the owner thereof by a bill in equity for the purpose 

To enforce lien ^ J either haviug the State's title to such property 
declared and possession thereof taken, or to enf oTce 
the lien for delinquent taxes against such property ; 
and it shall not be multifarious or a defense to such 
bill that such alternative relief is prayed or sought 
therein, nor that it .is sought by said bill to obtain 
possession of the property and rent out the same to 
the end that the rents, issues, and profits of said 
property may be applied to the extinguishment of 
said taxes due thereon, the penalties, interest, and 
costs accrued upon selling the property in the first 
instance and the costs and expenses' of filing said bill 
and obtaining the relief sought thereby. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That said bills, so 
authorized by the first section of this Act, shall be 

Bills filed in ^^ *^^ name of the State for itself and for the use of 
name^)fthe the couuty, municipality, or taxing district wherein 
the property is situated ; and said bill shall be in sub- 
stance ^nd form the same as other bills filed in the 
Chancery Court, and shall show by proper aver- 
ments and exhibits the name of the party or parties 
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to whom the property was assessed for the year or 
years, for which the taxes claimed are delinquent, 
and shall show the respective interests of the parties, 
the State, the county, and the municipality in said 
taxes, together with all such costs, fees, penalties, 
and interest as have already accrued thereon. Such 
exhibits are to be true copies from the books or 
statements furnished by the County Trustee to the 
Clerk of the Circuit Court showing the sale of said 
property and the taxes, costs, penalties, fees, and in- 
terest due thereon, and shall be prima facie evidence 
of the facts contained in said exhibits, and shall be 
signed by the Eevenue Agent or his attorney, which 
shall be deemed proper and sufficient authority for 
the filing of same in said courts, and no bond shall 
be required on the filing of same. 

Said suits shall be conducted in accordance with 
the practice in Courts of Chancery in this State, ex- 
cept that no copy of the bill shall be issued by the 
Clerk, but to a defendant demanding such copy and 
pajdng therefor; and upon final decree, in case the 
State is not declared to be the owner of such prop- 
erty and placed in possession of same, or sufficient 
rents have not been collected to pay and discharge 
the taxes, costs, fees, penalties, and interest due 
thereon, the court is authorized, if such relief is war- 
ranted by the law and the facts, to enforce the lien 
for taxes by a sale of the property upon a credit of ^^^^^^ j. « 
not less than six months and in bar of the equity of Vsaie S" 
redemption; and the purchaser at such sale, after p^'^p^^'^^^ 
complying therewith and paying all the purchase 
money, shall be entitled to a decree vesting the title 
in him absolutely against the owner and against all 
liens for taxes of any nature whatever which could 
have beien presented in the cause. 

If, any other suits for delinquent taxes are pend- 
ing against any particular piece of property, such 
suit shall be consolidated with the suit brought un- 
der the provisions of this Act ; and to the end that 
all of the taxes, for which any given piece of proper- 
ty is liable, may be included in the final decree, a 
reference may be taken in each case and notice shall 
be given to all officers whose duty it is to collect de- 
linquent revenue and all such revenue as may be 
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delinquent, together with all the costs, fees, penal- 
ties, and interest thereon, shall be ascertained and 
included in the Master's report. And in all cases 
the courts in which such bills may be filed are au- 
thorized to appoint receivers to take charge of the 
property which is the subject matter of the litigation 
and collect the rents and profits thereon, to the end 
that the net amount of such rents and profits, after 
paying the receiver reasonable compensation,- shall 
be applied to the taxes, costs, penalties, and interest 
involved in such suits and incident thereto. 

Only one bill shall be filed against any particular 
property or the owner or owners thereof ; but billj? 
filed under this Act may include as many different 
properties belonging to different owners as may be 
convenient, and the joining in the same bill of dif- 
ferent tracts of lands and different owners of differ- 
ent tracts of land as defendants, shall not be a de- 
fense thereto on the ground of multifariousness or 
mis joiner of parties. 

Any party to a suit brought under the provisions 
of this Act shall have the right to appeal to the Su- 
RighitoappettiPr^^^ Court or have said cause reviewed by writ of 
error ; but an appeal or writ of error by one defend- 
ant shall not affect th^ suits as to other defendants ; 
provided, however, no appeal or appeal in the na- 
ture of a writ of error, or writ of error, shall be al- 
lowed, except from or to a final decree. 

And no Eevenue Agent or other official, either 
charged with or interested in the collection of de- 
linquent revenue, shall be a purchaser at any sale of 
property for delinquent revenue under the provi- 
sions of this Act, 

In case of sale the Clerk of the court shall bid, on 
Clerk to bid behalf of the State, the full amount of all taxes due 
on the property sold, together with amounts of costs, 
penalties, and fees accrued against said property at 
the time of the sale ; provided, in such case the Chan- 
cellor shall order a resale. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That the money de- 
rived from a sale of property under the provisions 
of this Act, or the rents and profits of real estate 
collected under and by a receivership under the pro- 
visions of this Act, shall be applied ; 
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1. To the payment of the costs of the suit, includ- 
ing a fee of five ($5) dollars to the Revenue Agent costs, fees. etc. 
or attorney filing the bill for each parcel or tract of 

land involved or sold, which said fee shall be taxed as 
part of the costs of the cause. 

2. To the payment of ten per cent of the amount of 
taxes realized to the Eevenue Agent or attorney con- 
ducting the cause. 

3. To the State and county taxes in preference to 
others. 

4. To municipal or taxing districts taxes. 

5. The remainder, if any, shall be paid to the own- 
er or owilers of the land thus sold. 

The fee herein provided shall be the only fee paid 
to the Revenue Agent or attorney conducting the 
cause in so far as the taxes of the State may be in- 
volved ; but any county, city, or taxing district may 
pay such additional compensation to such attorneys 
as may be agreed upon. The proceeds of sale due 
the State shall be paid by the Clerk and Master of 
the Chancery Court into the treasury of the State, 
as other taxes are paid ; and that part due the county 
and municipality to the proper officer charged with 
the duty of collecting county or municipality reve- 
nue, the Clerk taking duplicate receipts therefor. 

And from time to time said Clerk and Master of 
the Chancery Court shall certify to the County 
Trustee or the Clerk of the Circuit Court the pay- 
ment of taxes, State, county, or municipal ; and such 
payment shall be duly noted by said Trustee or Clerk 
of the Circuit Court upon the proper record, show- 
ing the delinquency of said taxes.

(By Mr. McFarland.) 

A BILL to be ^titled "An Act to abolish the district land offices 
of Tennessee and to create one central land office, to be lo- 
cated in the capital city of Nashville and to be styled the Land 
Office of the State of Tennessee." 

Wheeeas, the State of Tennessee has no territory 
of appreciable area which is recognized as public or 
State land; and whereas the General Assembly of 
1903 (Senate Bill No. 531) in view of this fact did 
prohibit all gratuitous grants to public land in fu- 
ture by the repeal of all laws and parts of laws 
bearing upon this subject, which legislation has in 
large measure emasculated the several district land 
offices^ and practically destroyed their revenue ; and 

Whebbas, there seems to be a widespread and 
growing demand in the State for the collection of 
all its historic and ofificial records, their proper clas- 
sification and preservation in stable and fireproof 
buildings, and since it is clearly apparent that the 
State land records under present conditions — else- 
where than in Nashville — are very much more jeop- 
ardized by fire and other causes than they would be 
if concentrated in the capitol or some other fireproof 
building in this city; therefore 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of^ the State of Tennessee, That the respective dis- 
trict land offices located in* Nashville (Middle Dis- 
trict), in Jackson (Western District), in Knoxville 
(Eastern District), in Sparta (Mountain District), 
in Athens (Hiwassee District), and in Cleveland 
(Ocoee District) be, and they are, hereby abolished, 
and these said offices, each and severally are hereby 
consolidated so as to create one central office to be 
located in Nashville and to be designated as the 
**Land Office of the State of Tennessee," and that 
the same be placed in charge of a ^9^gftt^j^j)fl^§{. 
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to be entitled the Land ConunissioneY' of the State 
of Tennessee. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That the Eegisters 
of the General Land Offices — ^viz., at Jackson, Knox- 
ville, Sparta, Athens, and Cleveland — or any party 
or parties who may have possession or control oi 
the records in said offices, be hereby authorized and 
directed to deliver the same to the "Secretary of 
State or his legally appointed representative, togeth- 
er with all other movable property of value pertain- 
ing thereto, that belongs to the State, for shipment 
to said Secretary of State in Nashville, who shall 
forthwith proceed to establish the State Land Office 
as herein provided. The Eegisters or their repre- 
sentatives shall also send with said shipments a com- 
plete inventory of same. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That the State Land 
Commissioner, by this Act created, shall be elected 
by the General Assembly, and his term of office shall 
be four years from the date of his election ; and that 
the system of fees at present in force in the District 
Land Offices shall apply to the State Land Office; 
said Commissioner shall have exclusive control of 
the State Land Office. He shall collect all fees for 
services rendered and perform all other duties that 
at present pertain to the District Eegisters. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted. That the Land Com- 
missioner shall receive as compensation for his serv- 
ices under this Act **all fees and moneys received 
by him up to and including one thousand dollars 
($1,000) ; and all fees and moneys received in ex- 
cess of said amount by him as such officer,'^ shall 
be turned into the treasury. And for the faithful 
performance of all duties pertaining to said office 
and for accounting for all moneys coming into his 
hands and connected therewith he shall execute bond 
in the sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000), payable 
to the State of Tennessee, with at least two good 
and sufficient sureties, same to be filed in the office 
of Secretary of State.

(By Mr. Gibbs.) 

AN ACT to suppress infectious and contagious diseases of bees; 
toi)rovide for an Inspector of Apiaries; to define his powers 
and duties; and to define certain misdemeanors and provide 
punishment therefor. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembhf 
of the State of Tennessee, That within thirty days 
from the passage of this Act the Commissioner of 
Agriculture shall appoint a duly qualified and com- 
petent Inspector of Apiaries, whose duties it shall 
be to inspect the bees of the State, as prescribed in 
this Aqt; and such Inspector of Apiaries shall act 
under the authority and supervision of the State 
Board of Entomology. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted. That upon receiving 
information from any source of the existence of dis- 
^iM^?to?^ ease in any apiary in the State, the Inspector of 
Apiaries shall examine such apiary and all others 
in the same locality, and shall ascertain whether or 
not the disease known as foul brood or any other 
disease which is infectious or contagious in its na- 
ture and injurious to honey bees exists in such api- 
aries, and shall designate each colony and apiary 
which he finds infected, and shall notify the owner or 
person in charge of such bees thereof ; and the owner 
or person in charge of such bees shall at once, prac- 
tically and in good faith, apply, and thereafter fully 
carry out upon such diseased bees, such treatment as 
may have been prescribed by the Inspector for such 
cases; and shall also thoroughly disinfect, to the 
satisfaction of the Inspector, all bee hives, combs, 
honey, and apparatus used in connection with such 
diseased bees ; or the said owner or person in charge 
may, at his election, utterly destroy by fire all such 
infected bees, hives, combs, honey, and apparatus. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted. That the Inspector 
of Apiaries or his deputy or assistant shall have the 
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right to enter the premises of any beekeeper where 
bees are kept and inspect such J)ees; and any person 
resisting or refusing to allow such inspection shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than five dol- 
lars nor more than twenty-five dollars. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That any owner or 
keeper of bees who shall be notified by the Inspector ^cror kcc^?" 
of Apiaries that foul brood or any other infectious 
or contagious disease exists in any of the hives in 
his apiary, and who shall within ten days from the 
time of receiving such notification fail or refuse to 
treat or destroy such bees, hives, combs,, or appli- 
ances shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
five dollars nor more than twenty-five dollars. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted,, That any person 
who shall knowingly sell, give away, or offer for sale, ^^^ 
or who shall expose in his apiary or elsewhere any 
infected bees, hives, combs, honey, or other infected 
thing, or shall conceal the fact that foul brood or 
other disease exists in his apiary, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than five dollars nor more than 
twenty-five dollars. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That the Inspector 
of Apiaries shall have full power, in his discretion, 
to order any owner or keeper of bees dwelling in box 
hives, in apiaries where disease exists, to transfer 
such bees to movable frame hives within a specified 
time, and in default of such transfer the Inspector 
may order the destruction of such box hives and the 
bees dwelling therein. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, That any person, 
firm, or corporation who shall bring into the State 
of Tennessee any colony or colonies of bees shall im- ^InspStfoS^ 
mediately notify the Inspector of Apiaries of such 
fact, stating where such bees are being kept, and 
shall at the same time file with the said Inspector a 
certificate from the duly appointed Inspector in the 
county or State from which such bees were shipped, 
stating that such colony or colonies are free from 
any infectious or contagious disease; and in default 
of such certificate it shall be the duty of the In;^ , 
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spector of Apiaries to proceed to examine such bees 
and ascertain whether they are free from foul brood 
or other disease. Any person, firm, or corporation 
who shall fail to notify the Inspector as required by 
this section, for a period of ten days from the ar- 
rival within the State of Tennessee of such colony 
or colonies of bees, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than five dollars nor more than twenty-five 
dollars. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That it shall be the 
duty of any person engaged in the rearing of queen 
bees for sale to use honey, for the making of candy 
for use in mailing cages, which has been boiled for 
at least thirty minutes. Any person so engaged in 

^ini*""t?on ^^^ rearing of queen bees shall have his apiary or 
apiaries inspected *at least twice during each summer 
season, and upon the discovery of any disease which 
is infectious or contagious in its nature and injurious 
to bees, said person shall at once cease to ship queen 
bees from such diseased apiary until the Inspector 
of Apiaries shall declare the said apiary free from 
any disease. Any queen breeder who shall violate 
the provisions of this section shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction shall be punished by 
a fine of not less than five dollars nor more than 
twenty-five dollars. 

Sec. 9. Be it further enacted. That the Inspector, 
after inspecting infected bees or handling infected 
hives or fixtures, shall, before proceedings to any 
other apiary, thoroughly disinfect any portion of his 
person or clothing or any tools used by him which 
have come in contact with any infected material. 

Sec. 10. Be it further enacted, That the Inspector 
of Apiaries shall make an annual report to the Com- 

Aunuai report Diissioner of Agriculture, giving the number of api- 
of Inspector arios iuspectod, the number of diseased apiaries 
found, the number of colonies treated, and the num- 
ber of colonies destroyed and' statistics bearing on 
the bee industry. 

Sec. 11. Beit further enacted, That the Inspector 

sauryof^^ of Apiarfes shall receive a salary of five hundred dol- 
lars per annum, together with all necessary expenses 
while actually engaged in performi^ his ^^^^W^ 
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der the provisions of this Act; provided, such salary, 
and expenses shall not exceed one thousand dollars 
per •annum. 

Sec. 12. Be it further enacted, That the sum of 
one thousand dollars annually be, and is, hereby ap-

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assemhhj 
of the State of Tennessee, That Section 1 of the Act 
entitled ^^ An Act to prohibit the manufacture or sale 
of adulterated or misbranded food or drugs affecting 
the health of the people of the State of Tennessee, 
and to provide for the enforcement of the same,'' 
being Chapter 297 of the Acts of 1907, be, and the 
same is, hereby amended so that it shall read as fol- 
lows : 

^'Section 1. Be it enacted hy the General Assert- 
bly of the State of Tennessee, That it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person within this State to manufacture 
^ ra?sb?a'ndiiig f or Sale, produce for sale, expose for sale, have in 
?k)n^"***"" possession with intent to sell, or sell or give away, 
any article of food or drugs which is adulterated or 
misbranded within the meaning of this Act, and any 
person who shall violate the provisions of this Act 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and for the 
first offense shall, upon conviction thereof, be fined 
not less than ten nor more than one hundred dollars, 
or be sentenced to not more than ninety days impris- 
onment in the county jail, or to both such fine and 
imprisonment, and for each subsequent offense, upon 
conviction thereof, shall be fined not less than one 
hundred nor more than one thousand dollars or im- 
prisoned in the county jail not more than eleven 
months and twenty-nine days, or both such fine and 
imprisonment. 

''Provided, that no article of food or drugs shall be 
misbranded or adulterated within the provisions of 
this Act, when intended for shipment to any otheif^ 
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State or country, when such article is not adxilter- 

ated or misbranded in conflict with the laws of the ' 

United States ; but if said article shall be in fact sold 

or offered for sale for domestic use or consumption 

within this State, tlien this provision shall not ex- i 

empt said article from the operation of any other ^ 

provisions of this Act. 

^^The grand juries of the several counties of the 
State shall have inquisitorial power over said of-^^^^^,^ ^^ 
fenses, and the Judges of the several Criminal ifaveSq^iS- 
Courts and Circuit Courts, having criminal jurisdic- *°*^** ^"^^"^ 
tion, shall especially charge this law to the grand 
juries of the several counties of the State.'' 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That Section 3, Sub- 
Section 1 of said Act, be, and the same is, hereby 
amended by adding the following: ^^ Provided, fur- 
ther, that no tincture of iron or preparation of opium, 
iodine, camphor, ginger, or peppermint, as defined in 
the United States Pharmacopoeia or National For- 
mulary, shall in strength differ from the standards :,'nt.;^Vv: 
therein laid down. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That Section 4 of 
said Act be, and the same is, hereby amended in the 
following particulars, to wit : 

1. By inserting in Sub-Section 2, under the head, 
''In the case of drugs," immediately following the 
word **acetanilide," and preceding the words **or 
any derivative," these words: **antipyrine or acet- 
phenitidin." 

2. By inserting in Sub-Section 2, under the head, 
''In the case of foods," immediately following the 
word "acetanilide," and preceding the words *'or 
any derivation," these words: '^antipyrine or acet- 
phenitidin." 

3. By changing Sub-Section 4, under the head, "In 
the case of foods," so that it shall read as follows: 
"If the package containing it or its label shall bear 
any statement, design, or device, regarding the in- 
gredients or the substance contained therein, which i^beis 
statement, design, or device shall be false or mis- 
leading in any particular; provided, that an article 

of food which does not contain any added poisonous, 
or deleterious ingredient shall not be deemed to be 
adulterated or misbranded, if in the case of articles^ , 
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labeled, branded, or tagged so as to plainly indicate 
that they are compounds, imitations, or blends, the 
words ' * compound, " ' * imitation, " or ' ' blend, ' ' as the 
case may be, is plainly stated on the package in which 
it is offered for sale ; provided, further, that the term 
'* blend," as used herein, shall be construed to mean 
a mixture of like substances, not excluding harmless 
coloring or flavoring ingredients used for the pur- 
pose of coloring or flavoring only; and, provided, 
further, that nothing in this Act shall be constrtied 
as requiring or compelling proprietors or manufac- 
turers of proprietory foods which contain no un- 
wholesome added ingredients to disclose their trade 
formulas, except in so far as the provisions of this 
Act may require to secure freedom from adulteration 
or misbranding. ' ' 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted^ That Section 5 of 
said Chapter 297, Acts of 1907, be, and the same is, 
hereby amended by adding at the end thereof the 
Goarmaij does f oUowing : *^ Provided, That a guaranty shall not ex- 
iNteKempt ^^^^^ ^^^y dealer from prosecution if such dealer 
shall continue to sell any article (1) after having re- 
ceived written notice from the Pure Food and Drug 
Inspector that the article in question is adulterated 
or misbranded within the meaning of this Act; or 
(2) if he shall continue to sell such article ten days 
after advertisement regarding it, as provided in Sec- 
tion 6 of this Act. " 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted. That Section 8 of 
said Act be, and the same is, hereby amended by in- 
serting after the words ''shall act as prosecutor in 
the court having criminal jurisdiction of said of- 
fense" the following: '"Provided^ however^ that in 
case of the first charge or finding by the Pure Food 
and DrusT Inspector the manufacturer or dealer 
shall be notified of the findinsrs and be given a hear- 
ing within fifteen days after sending out notice there- 
of, and prosecution in such case shall not be brought 
before such hearinsr is had.'' 

Sec, 6. Be it further tmuttd. That Section 10 of 
said Act shall l>e, and the same is, hereby amended 
so as to read as follows: '*Be it further enacted. 
That at least twice in each year and as much oftener 
as he shall deem necessary, the Pure Food and Drug 
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Inspector may cause to be advertised all such viola- 
tions of this Act discovered by him as in his opinion 
appear to be a menace to the public health. Such 
advertising shall be done in newspapers of general 
circulation, one in each grand division of the State, 
and shall cover the period of six months immediate- 
ly preceding date of publication or the period pre- 
ceding said date and subsequent to date of last pub- 
lication. Such advertisements shall include the name 
of the offender, the pl-kce where mspections were 
made, and as far as pdssiJJl^ .the naine of the manu- 
facturers, and any %other inJennation which may be 
of interest to the consumers df fp<pfl or drug products 
and dealers therein. Said publication's may also in- 
clude the results of the eiLforcemtot'«()f» other laws 
with the execution of which his office in now or may 
hereafter be charged, and there is hereby;'apf)ropri- 
ated for the purpose of said publications a'siteinot 
exceeding the amount of fines collected undef^tlie 
provisions of this Act.

fines shall be applied to aid in the issuance of bulle- 
tins from time to time. Such bulletins shall give the 
results of the inspections as provided above, the re- 
sults of the operation of other laws with the ^xecu- ^^^j^^^^ ^^ ^^^ 
tion of which the office of the Pure Food and Drug i8»«ed 
Inspector is charged, and any other information per- 
taining to or connected with the work of said office 
which may be of interest to consumers or dealers, 
or of value and benefit to the people of the State. 
If after such advertising and publication of bulle- 
tins there be any residue left from fines, it shall be 
covered into the State treasury; provided, however, 
that if such income from fines be not sufficient for 
the issuance of bulletins, then said bulletins may be 
paid for from the other funds of the office ; provided, 
further, that before such publication is made, the 
manufacturer of the article and the dealer shall be 
fui*nished a true copy of the facts to be published re- 
garding the article at least thirty days before the 
publication, and a hearing before the Inspector given^ , 
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the dealer and manufacturer, and the explanation of 
the dealer or mianufacturer shall be included by the 
Inspector in the same place and. along with the pub- 
lication made regarding the article.'* 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, That all laws and 
parts of laws in conflict herewith be, and the same 
are, hereby repealed, and that this Act take effect 
from and after July 1, 1911, the public welfare re- 
quiring it.

Senate Bill No. 756, 

(By Dr. Brown.) 

TO BE entitled An Act to empower the Quarterly County Courts 
and County Judges or Chairmen of the various County Courts 
of this State to make contracts with hospitals for the care and 
treatment of indigent sick or injured persons, and to author- 
ize the County Judge or Chairman of the respective counties to 
issue warrants in payment of same, and to provide a method of 
entering patients under such contracts; and to prescribe the 
duties of the County Physician of any county, wherein such 
hospital may be located, in respect to said patients. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of T.ennes&ee, That for the purpose of 
caring for indigent sick or injured persons the Quar- 
terly County Courts of this State are hereby empow- 
ered to enter into contract with any reputable hos- 
pital, upon such terms as may be mutually agreed 
upon, for the care and treatment of indigent sick or 
injured persons, and may make annual contracts 
with such hospitals for a right, on the part of the 
county, to the use of one or more beds in said hos- 
pital in which said county shall have the right to 
place patients for hospital treatment to be rendered 
by said hospital. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That whenever any 
County Court shall have contracted, as above pro- 
vided, for the use of any bed or beds in any such 
hospital, and it shall have been made satisfactorily 
to appear to the County Judge or Chairman of any 
county in this State th^t some sick or injured person 
is unable on account of poverty to procure proper 
care and medical attention, said County Judge or 
Chairman shall issue an order to said hospital to re- 
ceive said person for treatment as a county patient. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That in the event 
any County Court shall fail to make an annual con- 
tract as above provided or in case all the beds con- 
tracted for shall at any time be filled, and it shall be 
made satisfactorily to appear to the County Judge 
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or Chairman that some sick or injured person is un- 
able on account of poverty to procure necessary care 
and medical attention, said County Judge or Chair- 
man may contract with such hospital to take charge 
of and render to such person the care and medical 
attention necessary during said illness. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That whenever any 
county patient, coming from the county wherein such 
hospital is located, shall be without the services of a 
regular physician, it shall become the duty of the 
county physician of the county wherein said hospital 
is situated to attend said patient and to administer 
medical treatment during said patients retention in 
said hospital. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, That whenever any 
hospital shall have entered into either or both of 
said contracts with any county in this State, said 
hospital shall render monthly statements to the 
County Judge or Chairman of said county showing 
the name and address of each patient so received and 
treated at the expense of said county, and the length 
of time treated, and an account for the keep of said 
patient or patients, and whether said patient was 
treated under the annual contract plan or by special 
contract with the County Judge or Chairman as 
above provided. 

Upon the presentation of said account the County 
Judge or Chairman of said county shall inspect said 
account, and if found correct, shall issue a county 
warrant for same, which shall be paid as other coun- 
ty 'expenses are paid. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enucted, That this Act take 
effect from and after its passage, the public welfare 
requiring it.

AN ACT extending the powers of railroad companies owning or 
operating, or which may hereafter own or operate, a railroad 
or any part thereof in the State of Tennessee, and authorizing 
and empowering them to fill trestles for t'he safety of the trav- 
eling public, and to make all necessary creek changes for that 
purpose, and to do other necessary and proper construction 
work incident to such change; to purchase or acquire by con- 
demnation real estate necessary and proper for such purposes, 
and to specify the method of procedure in such cases. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of Tennessee, That any railroad com- 
pany owning or operating a railroad or any part 
thereof in Tennessee, or that may hereafter do so, 
whether chartered under the laws of the State of 
Tennessee or under the laws of any other State or 
States, be, and is, hereby authorized and ^npowered 
to fill its trestles and to make all creek changes nec- 
' essary for the same ; to construct channels and canals 
contiguous to their rights of way so as. to prevent 
the unnecessary crossing of creeks and to make such 
other changes in the beds of creeks as may be neces- 
sary for the proper construction and maintenance 
of their roadbeds; provided, that where any prop- 
erty owner is damaged by such change in creek, such 
landowners shall be entitled to just compensation 
for the same. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted. That for the pur- 
poses mentioned in the foregoing section authority 
and power are hereby granted to such railroad com- 
panies to acquire by purchase and to hold such real 
estate as may be necessary, and power and authority 
are also granted to acquire such real estate as may 
be necessary for the purposes mentioned in the fore- 
going section by condemnation of private property 
for works of internal improvement as set forth in 
Sections 1326 to 1384, inclusive, of the Code of 1858. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That the powers ^^^qoqIp 
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authority conferred by this Act are in addition to 
the powers and authority which railroad companies 
may have by virtue of their charter or by virtue of 
the general laws of the State as they now exist. 

Sec. 4. Be it further 'enact ed, That nothing in this 
Act shall be so construed as to make it lawful for 
any railroad company to purchase or consolidate it- 
self with any parallel or competing, railroad com- 
pany, whether constructed or in the course of con- 
struction. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted. That this Act take 
effect from and after its passage, the public welfare 
requiring it.

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CHAPTER 57. 

Senate Bill 867. 

(By Mr. Cox.) 

AN ACT to regulate the employment of minor children, and to 
prescribe penalties for the violation thereof. 

Section 1. Be it 'enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of Tennessee, That it shall be unlawful 
for any proprietor, foreman, owner, or other person 
to employ, permit, or suffer to work any child less 
than fourteen years of age in, about, or in connec- 
tion with any mill, factory, workshop, laundry, tele- 
graph or telephone office, or in the distribution or 
transmission of merchandise or messages. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That it shall be un- 
lawful for any proprietor, foreman, owner, or other 
person to employ, permit, or suffer to work any child 
under fourteen years of age in any business or serv- 
ice whatever which interferes with the child's attend- 
ance at school, except in agricultural or domestic 
service, during any part of the term the public 
schools of the district in which the child resides are 
in session. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That no child under 
the age of sixteen years shall be employed, permit- 
ted, or suffered to work at any of the following occu- 
pations or in any of the following positions : repair- 
ing machine belts, while in motion, in any workshop 
or factory, or assisting therein in any capacity what- 
ever; adjusting any belt to any machinery; oiling or 
cleaning machinery or assisting therein; operating 
or assisting in operating circular or band saws, wood 
shapers, wood jointers, planers, sandpaper or wood- 
polishing machinery; picker machines, machines used 
in picking wool, machines used in picking cotton, ma- 
chines used in picking hair, machines used in pick- 
ing any upholstering material; paper-lacing ma- 
chines, leather-burnishing machines in any tannery 
or leather manufactory; job or cylinder printing 
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presses operated by power other than foot power, 
emery or polishing wheels used for polishing metal, 
wood-turning or boring machinery, stamping ma- 
chines used in sheet metal and tinware manufactur- 
ing, stamping machines in washer and nut factories, 
corregating rolls, such as are used in roofing and 
washboard factories ; steam boilers, steam machinery 
or other steam generating apparatus, dough brakes 
or crackery machinery of any description; wire or 
iron straightening machinery, rolling mill machin- 
ery, punches or shears ; washing, grinding, or mixing 
mills ; calendar rolls in rubber manufacturing ; laun- 
dering machinery; dipping, drying, or packing 
matches ; or in mines or quarries. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That it shall be un- 
lawful for any proprietor, foreman, owner, or other 
person to employ any child under eighteen years of 
age as a messenger for a telegraph or messenger 
company in the distribution, transmission, or deliv- 
ery of goods or messages before five o'clock in the 
morning or after ten o'clock in the evening of any 
day. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, That it shall be un- 
lawful for any proprietor, foreman, owner, or other 
person to employ, permit, or suffer to work any child 
between the ages of fourteen and sixteen years in, 
about, or in connection with any place or establish- 
ment named in Section 1, unless said proprietor, fore- 
man, owner, or other person keep on file and accessi- 
ble to the Shop and Factory Inspector a sworn state- 
ment made by the parent or guardian or any person 
acting as guardian of such child, setting forth the 
place and date of birth of such child, and whoever 
shall make false statement as to the age of such child 
in such sworn statement shall be deemed guilty of 
perjury. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That whoever em- 
ploys any child and whoever having under his con- 
trol as parent, guardian, or otherwise any child, per- 
mits or suffers such child to be employed or to work 
in violation of any of the provisions of this Act shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion shall be fined not less than twenty-five dollars 
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nor more than two hundred and fifty dollars, in the 
discretion of the court. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted^ That all laws and 
parts of laws in conflict with this Act are hereby re- 
pealed. 

Sbo. 8. Be it further enacted, That this Act take 
effect from and after its passage, the public welfare 
requiring it.

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CHAPTER 58. 
Senate BffxT. No. 619. 

(By Mr. Hicks et al.) 

AN ACT to define and regulate the treatment and control of de- 
pendent, neglected, and delinquent children; to provide for 
their disposition, care, education, protection, support, main- 
tenance, and punishment; for their guardianship and adop- 
tion; to prescribe the powers and duties of courts with respect 
thereto; to establish and provide for the maintenance of Ju- 
venile Courts in the several counties of this State; to prescribe 
their jurisdiction and powers and the procedure therein; to 
provide for the appointment and pay of probation officers of 
such courts and to prescribe their duties and powers; to pro- 
vide for the separation of children from adults when confined 
in jails or other institutions; to provide for the supervision 
and control of all corporations, societies, and associations re- 
ceiving children under this Act; to provide a method by which 
parents shall be required under certain conditions to support 
or to contribute to the support of their neglected, dependent, 
or delinquent children; to make it a misdemeanor for parents, 
guardians, or other responsible persons to cause, contribute to, 
or encourage dependency or delinquency or neglect of children 
and to fix the punishment therefor, and to provide for the sus- 
pension of such publishment under certain conditions; and to 
repeal all laws in conflict with this Act. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of Tennessee, That this Act shall apply 
only to cliildren sixteen (16) years of age or under. 
For the purposes of this Act the words * * dependent 
child" shall mean any child who, for any reason, is ^^Jf5"*^*'"* 
destitute or homeless or abandoned or dependent 
upon the public for support, or has not proper 
parental care or guardianship or who is found beg- 
ging or receiving or gathering alms (whether actual- 
ly begging or under pretext of selling or offering 
anything for sale) or being in any street, road, or 
public place for the purpose of so begging, gather- 
ing, or receiving alms, or who is found living in any 
saloon, disorderly house, bawdy house, or house of 
ill fame or with any vicious or disreputable person, 
or whose home, by reason of neglect, cruelty, drunk-' 
enness, or depravity on the part of its parents, 
guardian, or other person in whose care it may be, t 
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is an unfit place for such a child, and any child un- 
der the age of fourteen (14) years who is found beg- 
ging, peddling, or selling any article or singing or 
playing any musical instrument upon the streets or 
giving any public entertainment, or who accompa- 
nies or is used in aid of any person so doing. The 
delinquent ^o^ds '* delinquent child^^' shall include ahy child 
child under the age of sixteen (16) years who violates any 

law of the State or any city or town ordinance, or 
who is incorrigible, or who is a persistent truant 
from school, or who associates with criminals or re- 
puted criminals or vicious or immoral person, or who 
is growing up in idleness or crime, or who frequents, 
visits, or is found in any disorderly house, bawdy 
house, or house of ill fame or any house or place 
where fornication is enacted, or in any saloon, bar- 
room, or drinking shop or place, or any place where 
spirituous liquors or wine or intoxicating liquors or 
malt liquors are sold at retail, exchanged or given 
away, or who patronizes, frequents, visits, or is 
found in any gaming house or in any place where 
any gaming device is or shall be operated, or who 
wanders about the streets in the night time without 
being on any lawful business or occupation, . or who 
habitually wanders about any railroad yards or 
tracks or climbs on any moving train or enters 'any 
car or engine without authority, or who habitually 
uses vile, obscene, vulgar, profane, or indecent lan- 
guage, or is guilty of immoral conduct in any public 
place or about any schoolhouse. 

A. disposition of any child under this Act or any 
evidence given in such cause shall not in any civil, 
criminal, or other cause or proceeding whatever, in 
any court be evidence against such child for any pur- 
pose, excepting in subsequent cases asrainst the same 
child under this Act. The word '''child'' or ''chil- 
dren" may mean one or more children, and the words 
"parent'' or "parents" may mean one or both par- 
ents. When consistent with the intent of this Act the 
word "association" shall include any corporation 
which includes in its purpose the care or disposition 
of children coming within the meaning of this Act. 
When jurisdiction has been acquired under the pro- 
visions of this Act over the person of a child, such 
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jurisdiction shall continue, for the purposes of this 
Act, until the child shall have attained its majority. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That the County 
Judge or Chairman of the County Courts of the county judge 
several counties in this State shall have original, tohkve^'^"'*" 
exclusive jurisdiction of all cases coming within the jurisdiction 
terms of this Act, except in those counties embraced 
in the provisions of Section 18 hereof, such cases to 
be heard and determined by the Judge or Chairman 
of said courts ; provided, that in all trials under this 
Act any person interested may demand a jury, or the 
Judge of his Qwn motion may order a jury to try 
cases, except in those counties embraced in Section 
18 hereof, when the procedure shall be as therein 
provided. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That said County 
Judges or Chairman of said courts shall open their 
courts at all reasonable times, for hearing cases comr 
ing under the provisions of this Act. A docket shall 
be kept by the court, which shall be known as the ^°"''' '■**'*'^*^^ 
*^ Juvenile Docket," and no case other than such as 
come under the provisions of this Act shall be en- 
tered thereon. A special record book shall be kept, 
upon which the proceedings of all cases coming un- 
der the provisions of this Act shall be entered, which 
record shall be called ''The Juvenile Record," and 
for convenience the court may be called ''The Juve- 
nile Court." The Clerks -of the several County 
Courts of this State shall be the Clerks of the Juve- 
nile Courts, except in counties embraced in Section 
18 hereof, where the Clerks shall be appointed as 
therein provided. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That any reputable 
person being a resident of the county, having knowl- 
edge of a child in his county who appears to be either 
dependent or delinquent may file with the Clerk, of 
such court a petition in writing setting forth the 
facts verified by afiidavit. It shall be sufiicient that 
the affidavit is upon information and belief. 

Sec* 5. Be it further enacted, That upon the filing 
of said petition a summons shall issue, requiring the 
person having the custody or control of the child or 
with whom the child may be, to appear with the child 
at a place and time stated in the summons, which 
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tirae shall be as soon as is reasonable under the cir- 
cumstances of each case. The parents of the child, 
if living and their residence is known, or its legal 
guardian, if one there be, or if there is neither par- 
ent nor guardian or if his or her residence is un- 
known, then some relative, if there be one and his 
residence is known, shall be notified of the proceed- 
ings, and in any case the Judge or Chairman may 
appoint some suitable person to act in behalf of the 
child. If the person summoned as herein provided 
shall fail, without reasonable cause, to appear and 
abide the orders of the court, or bring the child, such 
person may be proceeded as in contempt of court. 
In case the summons cannot be served or the party 
served fails to obey the same, and in any case when 

Summons it shall bc made to appear to the court that such sum- 
mons will be ineffectual, an attachment may issue on 
the order of the court either against the parent or 
guardian or the person having the custody of the 
child or with whom the child may be, or against the 
child itself. On the return of the summons or attach- 
ment or other process, or as soon thereafter as may 
be, the court shall proceed to hear and dispose of the 
case in a summary manner. Pending the final dispo- 
sition of any case, the child may be retained in the 
possession of the person having charge of the same, 
or may be kept in some suitable place provided by the 
county or the city government of the county seat of 
such counties as are embraced in Section 18 hereof, or 
may be committed to bail, in the discretion of the 
court, or held otherwise as the court may direct, or 
if such child is apprehended at night and no disposi- 
tion of it as provided above can otherwise be made. 

Confinement it may bo Committed to confinement in a jail, police 
station, or lockup until it can be brought before the 
court the succeeding morning; but in no case shall 
such child be brought into contact with or confined 
in any inclosure with adult convicts or prisoners. 
Any violation of this last provision upon the part of 
any oflScer shall be a misdemeanor. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That except in coun- 
ties embraced in Section 18 hereof the several Coun- 
ty Judges or Chairman presiding over the courts 
herein created shall have authority to appoint one 
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or more discreet persons of good moral character, 
of either sex, to serve as probation oflScers during Probation off- 
the pleasure of the court, one of which the court shall SSiw ** ^** 
designate as Chief Probation Officer, and who shall 
receive such salary as shall be fixed by the County 
Court of the county for which he was appointed, and 
which salary shall be paid out of the county treasury, 
and shall not be at a less rate than ten dollars per ♦ 
annum nor more than twelve hundred dollars per 
annum. No other probation officer shall receive any 
compensation for his or her services. The method 
of appointment and compensation in counties em- 
braced in Section 18 hereof to be as therein provided. 
It shall be the duty of the Clerk, if practicable, to 
notify a probation officer, to be designated by the 
court, when any child is to be brought before the 
court, and it shall be the duty of such probation offi- 
cer to make investigation of such case, to be present 
in court to represent the interest of the child when 
the case is heard, to furnish such information and 
assistance as the court may require, and to take 
charge of any child before or after the trial, as may 
be directed by the court. A probation officer under 
this Act shall have, as to any child committed to his 
care, the powers of a peace officer. At any time, in 
his or her discretion, such officer may bring such 
child before the court committing such child to his 
or her care and custody for such other or further 
action as the court may see fit and proper. It shall 
also be the duty of all probation officers under this 
Act to investigate all cases of alleged delinquency 
coming to his or her knowledge,* or in any way 
brought to his or her attention within the county 
for which he was appointed, and make complaints 
therein before the court upon petition in the manner 
and form provided by this Act, and to execute all 
process and notices herein provided. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, That when any child 
under the age of sixteen (16) years shall be found to 
be dependent or neglected within the meaning of this commitment 
Act, the court may make an order committing the 
child to the care of some suitable State institution 
or to the care of some reputable citizen of good moral 
character, or to the care of some institution provided 
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by law, or to the care of some suitable association 
willing to receive it, embracing in its objects the pur- 
pose of caring for or of obtaining homes for depend- 
ent or neglected children. The court may thereafter 
set aside, change, or modify such order. The court 
may, when the health or condition of the child shall 
require it, cause the child to be placed in a public 
• hospital or institution for treatment or special care 
or any private hospital or institution which will re- 
ceive it for like purposes. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That in any case 
where the court shall award a child to the care of 
any association or individual in accordance with the 
provisions of this Act, the child shall, unless other- 
wise ordered, become a ward, and be subject to the 

^^^i^i'anship guardianship of the association or individual to 
whose care or custody it is committed. Such asso- 
ciation or individual shall have the authority to place 
such chil(J in a family home and may be made party 
to any proceedings for the legal adoption of the child, 
and may by his or its attorney or agent appear in 
any court where such proceedings are pending and 
assent to such adoption, and such assent shall be 
sufficient to authorize the court to enter the proper 
order or decree of adoption. Such guardianship 
shall not include the guardianship of any estate of 
the child. 

Sec. 9. Be it further enacted, That in the case of 
a delinquent child the court may continue the hearing

further and other proceedings whenever such action 
may appear to be necessary, or the court may cause 
the child to be placed in a suitable family home, sub- 
ject to the friendly supervision of a probation officer 
and further order of the court, or it may authorize 
the child to be boarded out in some suitable family

ciation that will receive it, embracing in its objects 
the care of dependent or delinquent children. When- 
ever a child under the age of sixteen (16) years is

f shall conclude that there is probable cause to believe 
that the child has been guilty of the crime of rape, 
murder in the first degree, or murder in the second 
degree, in that event the court shall at once dismiss 
said cause from its courts and assume no further 
jurisdiction thereof than to at once remand said child 
to the Sheriff of the county, to be dealt with for 
such, his alleged offense, as provided in criminal laws 
of the State. 

Sec. 10. Be it further enacted. That when a child! 
under the age of sixteen (16) years is arrested with 
or without a warrant or upon a capias or other pro- 
cess issued from any criminal court, such a child 
shall, instead of being taken before a Justice of the 
Peace or police magistrate, or instead of being held 
to bail or incarcerated for his appearance before any 
Criminal Court, to be taken directly before such 
Juvenile Court ; or if the child is taken before such 
Justice of the Peace or police magistrate or any 
other official or' court having jurisdiction over his 
alleged offense, it shall be the duty of such Justice of

Be it further enacted, That in all cases 
where any child shall be declared a dependent child 
or a neglected child or delinquent child as defined 
iiegTectto"' by this Act, the parent or parents, guardian or other 
gua?drand pcrsou Or pcrsous responsible in law for its care, 
protect child (3ijgtody, maintenance, or support, who shall by any 
willful act cause, contribute to, or encourage such 
dependency, or who shall by failing, refusing, or neg- 
lecting without legal excuse or good cause to care 
for, maintain, support, guard, and protect such child 
shall contribute to, cause, or permit the delinquency 
or neglect of such child or who shall by reason of 
failing, refusing, or neglecting to do and perform 
any of his or her or their legal duties or obligations 
to such child, cause, encourage, or contribute to the 
neglect or to the delinquency of such child, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor triable in the Criminal

ers with the same rights and powers vested in the 
other judges in the foregoing sections hereof; pro- 
vided, said City Judge as aforesaid shall hold his 
court for the trial of juvenile offenders in a separate 
place and at a separate time from the courts for the 
trial of other offenders.

Senate Bill No. 408. 

(By Mr. Albright.) 

AN ACT to authorize the Quarterly County Courts of the several 
counties of the State, except in counties of 190,000 population 
pr over according to the Federal census of 1910 or any subse-. 
quent Federal census, to issue and sell coupon bonds to pur- 
chase school property, school sites; to erect, furnish, equip, 
and repair school buildings; and to fix the denominations of' 
said bonds, and to provide for the payment of the interest on 
the same, and for a sinking fund with which to retire the same, 
and to provide a method for loaning said sinking* fund; and to - 
further provide for the distribution of the money raised by the 
sale of said bonds between the counties and cities. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of Tennessee, That the various counties 
of the State, except in counties of 190,000 population 
or over, according to the Federal census of 1910 or 
any subsequent Federal census, through their re- 
spective Quarterly County Courts, be, and they are, 
hereby authorized and empowered to issue and sell 
bonds for the purposes and in the manner herein- 
after provided. 

Sec 2. Be it further enacted, That the bonds shall 
be known as ^'School bonds," and shall bear interest interest 
at the rate of not exceeding 5 per cent per annum, 
payable semiannually, and said bonds to be due and 
payable in not more than twenty-five years from the 
date of their issuance, and to be sold for not less 
than par. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted. That each of said 
bonds shall be signed by the Judge or Chairman of 
the County Court and countersigned by the County 
Court Clerk with the official seal of the latter at- 
tached thereto, and said bonds shall each have at- 
tached to them coupons for the semiannual interest

The bonds of each denomi- 
nation shall be numbered consecutively, beginning at 
one, and shall recite on their face that they are issued 
in pursuance of this Act, and this Act may be printed 
on the back of said bonds, and said bonds shall be 
payable in the lawful currency of the United States 
at such time not to exceed twenty-five years from the 
date of their issuance, and at such place and for such 
amounts as the purchasers and representatives of 
the Quarterly County Court, as herein designated, 
shall determine. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, That said bonds 
shall be sold for cash by the Chairman or Judge of 
said County Court; provided, that the sale shall be 
advertised for a period of not less than thirty days 
next preceding the date of said sale, and that Ho 
bond shall be sold for less than par value; provided, 
however, that the said Quarterly County Courts are 
authorized to pay the necessary expenses in the is- 
suance and sale of said bonds.^ 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted. That the money aris- 
ing from said sale of school bonds shall be turned 
over to the Trustee of said county, and shall be kept 
separate and apart from all the other funds, and 
shall be paid out only for the purposes and in the 
manner hereinafter provided, and said Trustee shall 
be allowed no commission for receiving or disbursing 
said funds. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted. That in counties bav- 
ins: a city or cities operating schools independent of 
Funds kept Said couuty, the Trustee of said county shall pay 
separate Qy^j. ^q j^f^Q Treasurcr of said city that amount' of 
said funds which shall bear the same ratio to the en- 
tire amount arising from the provisions of this Act 
as the scholastic population of said city or cities 
bears to the entire scholastic population of said coun- 
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ty; provided, however, that the said funds paid over 
to the said City Treasurer shall be kept separate 
from all other funds in the manner and for the pur- 
poses herein provided for said county funds to be 
used. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That upon the issu- 
ance of said bonds they shall be a binding obligation ^^^^^^^^^^^ 
and debt upon the said county, and that the Quarter- ing fund tax 
iy County Court of said county shall levy annually a 
tax on all the taxable property of said county for 
the purpose of paying interest on said bonds as it 
becomes due and to create a sinking fund with which 
to retire and pay off said bonds when they mature, 
and in counties having no sinking fund commission 
the County Judge or Chairman of the County Court 
shall loan out said school bond sinking fund upon 
first mortgage real estate security, approved by the 
County Court Clerk and County Superintendent of 
Schools. 

Sec. 9. Be it, further enacted. That said County 
Judge or. Chairman may purchase bonds at not more 
than par value on approval of said County Court 
Clerk and County Superintendent ; provided, further, 
that said school bond sinking fund shall not be loaned 
for a less rate of interest than the rate of interest 
on the bonds themselves, and in amounts not exceed- 
ing 50 per cent of the value of the real estate secur- 
ity, the interest to be added semiannually to said 
sinking fund. 

Sec. 10. Be it further enacted. That the proceeds 
of said sale of said bonds shall constitute a special ^^^^^ ^^^^^^ 
fund to be known as ^^ Special School Fund," which fund 
shall be kept by the Trustee of said county and the 
Treasurer of said city schools separate and apart 
from all other funds and shall be applied exclusively 
to purchase property for school purposes, to pur- 
chase sites for school buildings, to erect or repair 
school buildings and to furnish and equip school 
buildings, and to be used for no other purposes by 
the County Board of Education of said county or 
by the City Board of Education, which said City 
Board shall have a right to draw warrants on said 
funds for said purposes only. 

Sec. 11. Be it further enacted. That said bonds^ j 
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may be issued by the Quarterly County Court of any 
county in this State by resolution by a majority of 
said members of said Quarterly County Court at any 
regular meeting thereof; 'provided, however, that 
said county shall not issue an amount of bonds to 
exceed 3 per cent of the value of the taxable property 
for said county. 

Sec. 12. Be it further enacted. That the County 
Judge or Chairman of said county shall give within 
sixty days immediately preceding maturity of said 
bonds or any of them notice to the holders thereof 
^^uo/^^*^""^" through some newspaper published in the county 
. seat of said county for a period of thirty days, stat- 
ing in said notice the numbers of said bonds and 
when they shall become due, requesting that they 
shall be presented for payment or redemption on 
said date at the place designated in said bonds ; and 
if said bonds are not presented for payment or re- 
demption at the time and place so designated, then 
the interest thereon shall cease. 

Sec. 13. Be it further enacted. That said bonds 
shall not be issued for any other purpose than herein 
expressed, and that said bonds shall be exempt from 
taxation for State, county, and municipal purposes 
in Tennessee. 

Sec. 14. Be it further enacted. That all laws or 
parts of laws in conflict with this Act be, and the 
same are, hereby repealed, and that this Act shall 
take effect from and after its passage, the public 
welfare requiring it.

any plants, trees, shrubs, vines, or any part of a plant infected

House Bill No. 411. 

(By Mr. Worley.) 

AN ACT authorizing transportation companies in this State to 
sell at public auction unclaimed articles, not perishable, in 
their possession after a period of six months; and in case of 
freight that is perishable and unclaimed, it may be sold as it 
is deemed necessary and proper in order to protect the com- 
pany, consignor, and consignee. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of Tennessee, That any express, railroad, 
or other company engaged in the express business or 
in any way in the transportation of articles of any 
kind, as freight or baggage, and having an oflSce or 
place of business in this State, having any unclaimed 
articles, not perishable, in its possession for a period 
of six months, at least, may at the expiration of that 
time, proceed to sell the same at public auction and 
out of the proceeds thereof may retain the expense 
of transportation, storage, advertisement, and sale, 
said articles can be sold at any point where the com- 
pany believes the best price can be obtained; pro- 
vided, however, that notice of such sale shall be given 
to the consignor and consignee in writing not less 
than thirty days before such sale shall be made, or 
notice of such sale shall be published for four weeks 
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in some newspaper of general circulation in this 
State. In case the freight is perishable and un- 
claimed it may be sold as soon as it is deemed neces- 
sary and proper in order to protect the company, 
consignor, or consignee. Where it is possible, and 
sale is made of perishable goods, consignor and con- 
signee shall be notified. A record shall be kept of 
the articles sold and prices obtained therefor, and 
the surplus, if any, after payment of charges, shall 
be paid to the owner of such articles, if demanded 
at any time within two years from date of sale. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That this Act shall 
be enforced from its passage, and all Acts conflict- 
ing with this Act are hereby repealed.

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CHAPTEB 63. 
House Bill No. 590. 

(By Messrs. Puryear and Lanier.) 

AN ACT to provide for the protection of and to safeguard the 
health of guests of hotels; to require hotels to be equipped 
with fire escapes, elevators, etc., to be constructed in a certain 
manner; to provide for the sanitation and disinfection of ho- 
tels; to regulate the kind and character of articles to be fur- 
nished guests in their sleeping apartments and the public wash 
rooms; to define "hotels'* as used in this Act; to create the 
office of State Hotel Inspector, and to define his powers and 
duties; and to provide penalties for all violations of this Act. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of Tennessee, That any building kept, 
used, or maintained as, or advertised as or held out 
to the public to be, a place where sleeping accommo- 
dations are furnished for pay to transients or trav- 
elers, whether meals are served therein or not to 
such transients or travelers, shall, for the purposes 
of this Act, be defined to be a hotel, and whenever the 
word *^ hotel" shall occur in this Act it shall be con- 
strued to refer to and mean only such buildings as 
are described in this section. 

Sec. 2. Be it further ena-cted, That each and every 
hotel shall be provided with at least one efficient 
Extinguishers chcmical Or other efficient fire extinguisher on each 
floor for every fifteen hundred square feet or less of 
floor area. On each floor such extinguishers shall be 
placed in convenient location in the public hallway 
outside of the sleeping rooms, and shall always b^ 
in condition for use; or in lieu thereof such hotels 
located in cities having waterworks shall be equipped 
with not less than a two-inch standpipe with two- 
inch hose connection on each floor, and with two-inch 
hose of sufficient length on each floor to reach and 
throw water into all rooms and on all parts of such 
floors, which hose shall always be attached to such 
standpipe, and which standpipe shall always be con- 
nected with city water mains with water turned on, 
or supplied with other adequate pressure.

Sbo. 3. Be it further enacted, That every hotel of 
two or more stories hereafter constructed or remod- 
eled shall be provided with a hall on each floor ex- construction 
tending from one outside wall to the other, and each °' building 
end of such hall shall be equipped with an ample 
opening and with an iron fire escape on the outside 
of the building connected with each floor above the 
first, and at each opening to such fire escape a red 
light shall be placed and kept burning during all 
hours in the nighttime. And in all hotels containing 
fifty or more rooms a competent night watchman 
shall be kept on duty from 9 P.M. to 6 A.M., whose Night watch- 
duty it shall be to patrol the house not less than once "**" 
every hour, and each hotel proprietor shall provide 
such watchman with a timekeeper or some suitable 
device made to insure the punctual performance of 
his duty. Each fire escape shall be well fastened and 
secured, and shall have a landing not less than four 
feet in length and two feet in width, guarded by an 
iron rail not less than thirty inches in height at each 
floor above the ground floor. 

Such landings shall be connected to each other 
by iron stairways not less than two feet wide, placed 
at an angle of not more than forty-five degrees, and ^^^^ ^^ 
protected by well-secured hand rails on both sides of ^^ ^^^^ 
such stairway and reaching to the first floor above 
the ground floor, and with a drop-ladder twelve 
inches wide reaching to the ground from the lower 
platform. Such fire escape shall be sufficent if a per- 
pendicular iron ladder be used between the plat- 
forms instead of the stairways ; provided, such lad- 
der is placed at the extreme outside of the platform 
and at least two feet from the wall of the building,^ 
and provided said ladder is equipped with iron 
rounds not more than fifteen inches apart and not 
less than three-fourths of an inch in thickness. The 
way of egress to such fire escapes shall at all times 
be kept clear and free from all obstructions of every 
nature and kind. Storm doors and storm windows 
shall be considered obstruction for the purpose of 
this Act, and such way of egress shall at all times be 
kept unbolted. There shall be posted and maintained 
in a conspicuous place in each hall a printed notice, 
in characters not less than three inches high, callings j 
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attention to and directing the way to such fire es- 
capes. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That the shaft of 

Elevator shafts each passcnger and freight elevator in each hotel 
equipped with such passenger or freight elevator, 
hereafter erected or remodeled, shall be inclosed with 
a sheathing of iron, brick, or stone, as nearly air 
tight as practicable, and with tight doors to such 
shaftway, or there shall be automatic trapdoors at 
each floor in such shaft, either of which appliances 
shall be buijt in the most approved manner for the 
prevention of the spreading of fires by means of 
shaft. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, That each hotel lo- 
cated in any town or city having a system of sewer- 
age shall be well drained, constructed, and plumbed 
according to approved established sanitary princi- 

sanitation pies, aud all hotels shall be kept clean and in a sani- 
tary condition throughout, and free from efl&uvia 
arising from any sewer, drain,- privy, or other source 
within the control of the owner, manager, agent, or 
other person in charge of such hotel, and shall be 
provided with water closets or privies, properly 
screened with wire at the entrance and in the rear, 
and of sanitary design, for the separate use of males 
and females, which water closets and privies shall be 
cleaned and disinfected as often as may be necessary 
to keep them at all time in a sanitary condition; pro- 
vided, however, that in all cities, towns, or villages, 
where waterworks have been established and are be- 
ing conducted, it shall be lawful only to install and 
use water closets in connection with such hotel, and 
any other form of accommodation in such cities, 
town, or villages is hereby expressly prohibited. 
Sec. 6. Be it further enacted. That each hotel shall 

Beds hereafter provide each bed, bunk, cot, or other sleep- 

ing place for the use of the guests with clean sheets 
of sufficient length and width to reach the entire 
length and width of the bed, and with the upper 
sheet to be of sufficient length to fold back over the 
bedding at the upper end or head of such bed, bunk, 
cot, or other sleeping plaoe, twelve inches or more, 
and no sheets or 'pillow cases used thereon for a 
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guest shall be used for another guest until they have 
been washed and dried thoroughly. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, That each hotel shall 
furnish the guest or guests in each room with clean Toweis 
towels, and fresh towels shall be placed in each room 
on th.e arrival and installation of each new guest. 
All towels in the public washrooms maintained for 
all the guests shall be clean and sanitary^ and no 
towels of the so-called roller or endless towel type 
shall be furnished for the use of guests in such pub- 
lic washrooms. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That all parts of 
each hotel, including out-buildings, shall be kept 
clean and free from dust and deposits of dirt of all Screens 
kinds, and all doors and windows shall be properly 
screened to prevent flies and insects of all kinds from 
getting into the building; and all beds, bunks, cots, 
and other sleeping places and all sleeping rooms in 
which transients or travelers are accommodated 
shall be thoroughly disinfected at least once in every Disinfection 
three months, and as much oftener as may be re- 
quired by the State Hotel Inspector, as provided for 
by this Act.

The State Hotel 
Inspector shall keep a complete set of books for pub- 
lic use and inspection, showing the condition of each 
hotel so inspected, together with the names of the 
owners, proprietors, and managers thereof, the sani- 
tary condition thereof, the number and condition of 
its fire escape, elevators, etc., and any other infor- 
mation that the State Hotel Inspector may deem ad- 
yisable for the betterment of the hotel service in the 
State. All statutes and municipal ordinances or reg- 
ulations providing for the inspection of hotels, and 
which are now enforced by certain State or county 
oflScials, shall hereafter be enforced exclusively by 
the State Hotel Inspector and his assistants.

Whereas, the State of Tennessee has appropri- 
ated money out of its treasury by Chapter 264 of the 
Acts of 1909, to build and equip an Agricultural and 
Industrial Normal School for the industrial educa- 
tion of negroes and for the teaching of agriculture, 
mechanical arts, and the various branches of math- 
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ematical, physical, natural, and economic science, 
which school has been located in Davidson County, 
Tennessee, and is under the care and supervision of 
the State Board of Education; now, therefore, 

Section 1. Be it 'enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of Tennessee, That the Secretary of 
State be, and is, hereby instructed to propose and 
report to the Secretary of the Interior of the United 
States a just and equitable division of the fund to be 
received by the State of Tennessee under the Acts 
of Congress approved July 2, 1862, March 2, 1887, 
and August 30, 1890, such equitable division to be 
based upon the scholastic population of negro chil- 
dren and the scholastic population of white children 
in the State of Tennessee, giving each race its just 
and equitable proportion of the fund received an- 
nually by the State of Tennessee under said Acts in 
proportion to the scholastic population of each race. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That the Secretary 
of State be, and is, hereby authorized and instructed 
to make all necessary reports to the proper officials 
of the United States and to do all other things re- 
quired by Acts of Congress approved August 30, 
1890, and entitled '*An Act to apply a portion of the 
proceeds of the public lands to the more complete 
endowment and support of colleges for the benefit 
of agriculture and mechanical art established in the 
provisions of an Act of Congress approved July 2, 
1862, '^ whereby the said Agricultural and Industrial 
Normal School for the education of negroes may re- 
ceive its just and equitable proportion of the funds 
appropriated under the Acts of Congress aforesaid.

Senate Bill No. 1078. 

(By Mr. Cox.) 

AN ACT to appropriate money out of the State Treasury for the 
puri>ose of defraying the expenses of the Fifty-seventh General 
Assembly and miscellaneous and other expenses. 

Section 1. Be it enacted hy the General Assembly 
of the State of Tennessee, That the appropriations 
hereinafter set out are hereby made for the purpose 
of defraying the expenses of the Fifty-seventh Gen- 
eral Assembly and miscellaneous and other expenses, 
which appropriations shall be paid out of the State 
treasury on the warrant of the Comptroller. The 
Comptroller is hereby expressly forbidden to draw 
his warrant on the treasury for any amoimt over the 
appropriation made for any particular purpose, and 
he is also forbidden to draw his warrant for any 
amount for any purpose for which an appropriation 
has not been made either in this Act or by law. The 
Treasurer is hereby forbidden to pay any warrant 
of the Comptroller unless money has been appro- 
priated by this Act or by law for that purpose, and 
he shall not permit any more money to be drawn 
from the treasury than has been appropriated for 
any particular purpose.

''Dear Sir: Since talking with you several days 
ago about the effect the failure to meet the July in- 
terest on the State debt would have on the crecfit of 
the State of Tennessee, I have taken occasion to 
write letters to the different large banking institu- 
tions which have in the past iJeen large dealers in 
and handlers of Tennessee bonds. 

"Without exception each institution and firm has 
written that no savings bank, no firm or individual 
who has the handling of any trust funds and no in- 
surance company of any kind is allowed under the 
laws of the Eastern States to handle in any way the 
bonds of any State which has from any cause de- 
faulted in the payment of principal or interest with- 
in a period of ten years, and in the event any default 
should occur in connection with any bonds owned, 
held as collateral, or in their possession in any way 
they, under the law, would be required to dispose 
of the 'dead assets' and reinvest in 'live assets.' 

"In addition to this, these same laws prohibit the 
holding or investment in any bond issued by any 
municipality or county within a defaulting State. 

"As more than 75 per cent of the debt of Tennes- 
see is owned at present by Eastern savings banks, 
life insurance companies, surety companies, fire in- 
surance companies^ trustees, and others in positions 
of trust, you can readily see what a panic would be 
caused in Tennessee bonds if something like $8,000,- 
000 of them were forced on the market and sold for 
what they would bring, and no one could say whati-^^^^j^ 
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they would bring if the main buyers of these bonds 
in the past were forced to get rid of them, and the 
only market left for them was the individual in- 
vestor. 

^^ While the matter of the State debt is being main- 
ly considered at this time, the General Assembly, as 
representatives of the people in the municipalities 
and counties in the State, must not overlook the fact 
that it will be almost impossible for any city or 
county to sell bonds for local improvements if the 
State defaults. 

*^I am advised that the State will have to pay the 
maturing interest out of the State funds and the 
coupons be canceled in order to keep the Eastern 
laws from being operative. No arrangement can be 
made whereby some financial institution or individ- 
uals can advance the money to take up these matur- 
ing coupons, and then hold them as an obligation of 
the State, and in this way try to make it show thai 
the State is not in default. 

**I see no chance of the State being able to fund 
the present debt at any rate of interest if the July 
interest is not promptly paid, and paid out of the 
funds of the State.

''The last General Assembly, in the g^t^eral rev- 
enue law, placed a tax on all inheritances not other- 
wise taxed, and from this source I have collected $6,- 
452.06. The law on this subject is Chapter 174, Acts 
of 1893, and Section 20 of the 1909 revenue Act, and 
has been declared valid by the Supreme Court. 

"One of the most prolific sources of revenue is 
from inheritance tax, both collateral and direct. Not

until the last Legislature has this State enacted a 
law providing for the collection of direct tax upon 
inheritances. This was done without proper consid- 
eration, a provision being made in a short section in 
the general revenue Act by amendment at the time 
the bill was put on final passage. The revenue com- 
mittee, which prepared the revenue bill, had not con- 
sidered this matter, and I would recommend that it 
be more fully considered and amended so as to make 
clear its purposes in order that collections of revenue 
under its provisions may be better facilitated. 

''From direct inheritances much more revenue 
will be derived than from collateral inheritances, and 
it is highly important that the laws be plain with 
reference to the collection of this tax. 

''Most of the States in the Union have in effect 
direct inheritance tax laws, and I have taken the 
pains to investigate various reports of the Auditors 
and Comptrollers sent me from various States, and 
I find that very large collections are being made from 
this source. 

"I would further recommend that such legislation 
be enacted as will cause a more prompt report of col- 
lections from this source to this office, as I have 
found that in many cases the collecting official in the 
various counties has been negligent in turning this 
class of revenue into the treasury. I would be 
pleased to discuss with the proper committee having 
this legislation under consideration various plans 
which I think will serve to enlighten them and aid 
them in providing for the passage of a proper law.'' 

Therefore he it resolved by the Senate, the House 
of Representatives concurring, That a committee of 
two from the Senate and three from the House of 
Representatives, learned in the law, be appointed by
